Waslilngton, March 17— Tlje Repub- 
lican I'ublicity AsBoctatlon, through 
its Preaident, Hon. Jonathan Bourne, 
Ir.. today gave out the following state 
ment at Its Washington Hcadnuariors 

"In the tariff revision wlilcli the Ue- 
liuhlicaii majority of tho iioxt House 
jt Kcprcsentatlvos will undertake, no 
^tich resistance will be encountered 
as that which almost, without excep 
tlon has been experienced by tariff 
Cglalators In the past, ir the Wilson- 
I'nrterwooil law has performpd no oth- 
■r Kood service" It has served to con- 
vince the people once more that the 
Democratle policy is wrong in every 
particular. 

"Since the enactment of that law 
ve have witnessed each soaslon the 
■I' niocrats enacting some sort of tax 
V'Klslatlon In the hope of making up 
•ur lasses In customs revenue. We 
have had the war tax, with iu adhe- 
sive stamps plastered from Maine to 
California, exacting as Its petty trib- 
ute for communication enough cop- 
!ier pence to wire the nation, taxes on 
!apltal stock. Income and corporation 
taxes, the rates fliyilly doubled, the 
free sugar clause repealed, bend Is- 
sues authorised, a tax on minilUons, 
on inheritances, on prtoflts; encroach- 
ments on States' sources of revenue in 
n-ory direction, while the average tar- 
iff rate of duty at our ports fell from 
20 to 15, to 11, and at length to less 
than 8 per cent. And still the Treas- 
ury deficit grew and expanded. 

"In Its efteet on our trade the peo- 
ple saw our Imports Increasing at the 
monthly rate of $in,00n,O((0 during the 
first ten monilis of its oiieration be- 
fore the war broke out, while our ex- 
ports were falUng off at ibt monthly 
rate ot 116,000,000. They know that 
In spite of the fhet that 1916 was a 
war year Imports increased $600,000,- 
000 over 1913, nine months under pro- 
tection, while customs revenues for 
1M6 were $93,000,000 less than for 
1913.

The river is falling this morning at 
a very rapid rate. The gauge is BO.S, 
which is a fall of ahout three foct 
and a half since Saturday. The fall 
was very slow yesterday but is in- 
oreaalng rapidly. 

The flood did no great damage in 
this city. A number of houses on 
Front street and on l.ow(>r Wall were 
entered but no great damage was 
done. Some several houses were en- 
tered in Aberdeen. 

The water will have left the side- 
walk under the C. & O. bridge by 
noon It Is thought by a large number 
of persons and that uninterrupted car 
traffic will be had by tomorrow morn-

The river has been the highest 
since the 1M8 flood.

The work of the Mission like all 
forms of social work.

What Is the First 8tept 
A family is referred to the Mis- 
sion by a private individual, by a 
church, or liy some other organization 
or the application is made lu person 
a visit to tlie home is mado within 
twelve hours sooner if possible ami 
any emergency distress Is ralleved at 
once from the neareat gnxMry atore 
or coal yard. Then follows an in- 
vestigation. 

What In An Investigation! 
it is not an attempt simply to sep- 
arate people into worthy and un 
worthy. It flnds out the causes be- 
hind the Immediate aituatlon. Investi- 
gation means not only visits to the 
home, but visits to relatives, employ- 
school teachers, ministers 
friends and others who have known 
and been interested in the family. In 
other words it is necessary to obtain 
Information regarding a family from 
a number of different people, if the 
real truth Is lo bo leveiUod and tin 
real way out to be indlvated. 
What Follows Investigation} 
Treatment follows investigation 
first as treatment follows diagnosis in 
the case of the physician. We work 
with, not merely for the family 
plan lor the rehabilitiou of a family 
must be carefully considered from al 
points and to be successful must in- 
clude ways of winning the cooperation 
of the family ittself and of private 
agcucies, city departments, or Individ 
uals, all working towards the saui< 
ends. There are usually many prob 
lenis involved. It may be necessary t(. 
find employment for one or niun- in 
the family to secure the help of the 
truant officer for the wilful boy. to 
ask the aid of the health departmen 
to abate a bad sanitary condition, to 
call the visiting nurse, it will hi' 111 
cessary sometimes to interview thi 
physician, a lawyer, and the insur 
ance agenL We may give clothing 
and a certain amount of relief unti 
the husband or the wage earner re 
turns to work. A single family may 
present all these problems and often 
many more. 

What is C'o-operaUonI 
Co-operation Is the watch word in 
the business world, and in the oharit 
able field. 

The best way to deal successfully 
with destitution is to have as man 
of the individuals, societies an 
churches that are interested in tlu 
charitable work of the community al 
lied together. No sotiial worker can 
fulllll their task alone, they must of 
ni'cessity rely fur help In state laws 
local ordinances and city departments 
also be closely allied with the head 
of our industries. A great majority 
of our oitisens are under the Impres 
sion that the City Mission gives 0 
great deal of material aid to the em 
ployees of (he Cotton Mill. The ini 
prossidii is wrong. The men and wo- 
men working in the mill are aeif-sup- 
porting. In case of sickness of the 
wage earner it ia obvious, that ade- 
quate relief be given to tide the fam- 
ily over, only eight families of the 
mill have been assisted during tin- 
past sixi monlliB and in each case thi' 
alleged cause was sickness, accident 
and death. The relief and other work 
done by the Mission is pretty well 
distributed all over the city.
